days and virtually given up for lost. 
Hurry G. Hawker, and his navigator. 
Lieut. Com. Mackensie Grieve. British 
airmen, who essayed a flight across 
the Atlantic ocean without protection 
against disaster, are aboard a British 
warship off the Orkneys. 
Hawker has sent the following mes­ 
sage from the Revenge to the I>aily 
Mail; 
“My machine stopped owing to the 
water filter in the feed pipe from the 
radiator 
to the water pump being 
blocked with refuse, such as solder, 
and the like shaking loose in the ra­ 
diator. 
"It was no fault of the Rolls Boyce 
motor, which ran perfectly from start 
to finish, w en when all the water had 
boiled away. 
We were in the water 
bd minutes." 
Steamer W ithout Wireless. 
Rome 1,100 miles out 
from 
New 
Foundiand and 800 
from 
the 
Irish 
coast, on Monday, May l l , the aviators, 
making the best of an engine which 
was failing to function properly, were 
forced to alight on the water. 
The 
little Danish steamer 
Mary, 
bound 
from New Orleans and Norfolk for 
Aarhuus, Denmark, picked the way­ 
farers up and continued on her north­ 
ward voyage. 
Lacking a., wireless outfit, the cap­ 
tain of the steamer was obliged to 
withhold the good tidings of the res­ 
cue until he Was opposite Butt of Lew- 
is. where the information was signall­ 
ed by means of flags, that Hawker and 
Grieve were aboard. 
Word was flashed to the British ad­ 
miralty. which sent out destroyers to 
overtake the Danish vessel and obtain 
confirmation. 
This was done, and one 
o f the destroyers took the airmen off, 
and later transferred them to the tlag- 
thip Revenge. 
From this safe haven Hawker sent 
a 
message 
that 
his 
ma* bine 
had 
atopic d owing to the blocking of th a 
water circulation system. 


Ligh t W eight Saved Them . 
When the airplane sped away from 
her starting point Pilot Hawker let 
loose his wheels and under gearing, 
thereby lightening the weight of the 
m trhine, but making a possible land­ 
ing on the soil a more hazardous ven­ 
ture. 
This, however, probably proved 
of much advantage when it 
b e a n ie 
necessary to alight in the water. 
The 
airplane remained afloat 
during 
the 
hour and a half it took the Danish 
steamer to come up and effect a res­ 
cue, 
The one person in England w ho had 
always held hope was Mrs. Hawker. 
She always maintained

protect her man, and, 
though she received condolences from 
all classes of people,

king, she said that she had never 
ceased to believe that some time and 
in some way her husband would coma 
back.
